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CHar. V.—An Act providing for the erecfion of certain coumrties therein named,
and for other purposes.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Min-
nesota, That so much of the said Territory as is contained within the
following boundaries be and the szme is hereby erected into a sepa-
rate county, which shall be known by by the name of Washingtorm,
to wit : Beginning at a point on the Mississippi river where the town-
ship line batween townships 27 and 28 north of range No. 22 west
of the fourth principal meridian intersccts said river, thence east on
said line to its intersection with the range line between range 21 and
22 west of the 41h principal meridian, thence dee north on said line
to its intersection with the third correction line, thence due west on
said correction line to the intersection of range line between 1wenty-
one and twenty-two west of [the] 4th principal meridian, thence due
north on said range line to its intersection with tho northern bound-
ary line of town thirty-six north, themca due north te its intersec-
tion with the southern boundary line of Itasea county, thence in a
south-easterly direction along said county line to its intersection with
the eastern boundary line of the aforesaid Territory, thence south upon
the egstern boundary line of said Terrifory to its intersection with
the Mississippi river, thence up said river to the place of beginning.

Seo. 2. at so much of the said Territory as is contained within
the following boundaries be and the same is hereby erected into a
separate county, which shall be known by the name of Ramsey, to
wit: Beginning at the point on the Missivsippi river, where the town-
ship line between townships 27 and 28 north of range No. 22 west
of the 4th principal meriﬁian intersects said river, thence up said
river to the intersection of range line Lotween ranges 25 and 20
west of the fourth meridian in township No. 32 north, thence due
north along said range line to its intersection with the northern bound-
ary line of township 3G, thence in a line due north to its intersec-
tion with the Mississippi river, thence up said river to its intersection
with the southern boundary line of Itasca county, thence in a south.
easterly direction along said boundary line to its intersection with the

rato county, which shall be known by the name of Benton, to wit: Be-
ginning st a point in the Mississippl river made by the intersection
of range line between ranges 25 and 26 west of the 4th principal
meridian in township No. 32 north with said river, thence due north

along the western boundary line of Ransey county to its interscction

with the Mississippi river, thence down said river fo the point of com-
mencement. -

Skc. 4. That so much of the said Territory as is contained within
the following boundaries be and the same is hereby erected into a
separate county, which shall be known by the name of Itasca, to wit:
Beginning at the point where 36 (46) degrees 30 minutes north lati-
tyde intersects the eastern boundary line of the Territory of Minne-
sota, thence north along the eas'ern boundary line of said Territory
to the British possessions, thence along the northern boundary line of
said Territory to the middle of the Lake of the Woods, thence south
in a direct line {o the Mississippi river, thence down said river to the
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nwouth of Muddy Creek, thence in a direct line to the poiuf of begiti-
ning.
Sgsc. 5. That all that portion of the said Tlerritory lying south
of o line running due west from a poinf on flie Missssippi river op-
posite the mouth of the St. Croix river to the Missouri river, be an
the same is hereby erected inta' a separate county, which shall be
known by the name of Wabashaw, _
Sec. 6. That all that portion of the said Territory lying southt
of a line running due west from the mouth of Clear Water river, to

Y the Missouri river, and north of the north boundary fine of Waba-

shaw county, bo and the same is hereby erected info a separate
county, which shall be known by the name of Dakotah. ‘

Sec. 7. That all that portion of said Territory, lying south of «
line running due west from the mouth of Crow Wing riter, to the
Missouri river, and north of the northern boundary line of Dako-
tah county, be and the same is hereby crected into a separate coun-
ty, which shall be known by the name of Wahnahta. -

Sec. 8. That all that portion of said Territory lying between the
Mississipg'i and Missouri rivers, south of the forty-seventh degree
of north latitude, and north of the northern boundary line of the
county of Wahnahta, be and the same is hereby erected into a sepa-
rate county, which shall be knéwn by the name of Mahkahto.

Sec. 8. That aoll that portion of said Territory, not embraced
within the limits of any of the foregoing counties, be and the same is
hereby erected into a separate county, which shall be known by the
name of Pemnbina.

Sec. 10. That the counties of Washington, Ramsey and Benton,
bo and the same are hereby declared to be organized counties, and
jovested with all dnd singular tlie rights, privileges and immunities
to which all organized counties in this Territory shall be and are by
law entitled.

8ec. 11. 'That the counties of tasea, Wabashaw, Dakotah, Wah-
nehta, Mahkahto and Pembina, be ond the same are hereby de-
clared to be organized only for the purpose of the appointment of jus-
tices of the peace, constables, and such other judicial and ministerial
dffices as may be specially provided for.

Sec. 12. That all suits, processes and proceedings, civil_or erim-
inal, at law or in chancery, and all indictments and informations,
which shall be pending and undetermined in any of the courts of
the first judicial district under its original organization, when this act
goes into effect, shall be heard, tried and determined in said courts ;
and all bonds, recognizances filed in or taken by said courts of any
kind whatsoever, shall be deemed and held as binding and effect-
ual as the same would or should have been, had the said district
remained unaltered.

8gc, 13. That all officers duly elected or appointed, and quali-
fied for the county of St. Croix under ity original organization, shall
and the same are hereby respectively authorized to hold their said
offices for the county in which he or they shall reside, when this act
shall go into effect, the said officets so holding over to remain in
such office unti] their successors shall be duly elected at the next
general election, or appointed and qualified as the case may be.

Sec. 14. That the Governor be and he is authorized and em-
powered to fill the scveral vacancies that may exist in any of the
offices, or any of the several counties organized by virtue of this
act, which said oflicers so appointed shall ﬁold their said offices un-
til their successors are duly appointed or elected at the next general
election for county officers, as the casc may be.
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8rc. 15. That all taxes which have been duly assessed in the
tounty of St. Croix under its original organization, shall be col-
lected Ly the proper officer, and paid into the treasury of said coun-
ty, and afier discharging ell ‘the debls which may exist againhst said
county at the tinie of the taking effect of this act, the remainder shall
be divided among the several counties in proportion to the amount
of property ussessed. )

NEc. 16. 'That the seat of justice of the county of Washington
shall be at Stiliwater ; the seat of justice of the county of Ramsey
shall be at St. Paul ; and the seat of justice of the county of Benton
shall be within one quarter of a mile of a point on the east side of the
Mississippi river, directly opposite the mouth of Sauk river.

8g¢. 17. That the county of Ransey is hereby declared to be the
first judicial district; the county of Washington is hereby declared to
be the second judicial district, and the county of Benton is hereby
declared to be the third judicial district.

Sgc. 18, That the Hon. Aaton Goodrich is hereby assigned as
the judge of thn first judiclal district; the Hon. David Cooper as
judge of the second judicial district, and the Hon. B. B. Meeker as
Judge of the third judicial district.

Sgc. 19, That the counties of Itasea and YWabashaw are hereby
attached to the county of Washington for judicial purposes ; that the
counties of Dakotah, Wahnahta and Mahkahto are horeby attached
10 the county of Rumsey for judicial purposes; and the county of
Pombina is hereby attached to the county of Benton for judicial pur-

0ses.
P @pg. 20. That the counties of Itasca, Wabashew, Dakotah, Wah-
nahta Mahkahto, and Pembina shall each be entitled to any number
of justices of the pcace not exceedin(f six, and to the seme number
of constables, which said justices and constables shall receive their
appointment from the Governor; and their term of office shall be two
years unless sooner removed by the Governor.

Sec. 21. That the justicea and constables appointed for said
vountiés shall bo consecvators of the peace, and shall each give a
bond te the Terrtory, to ke zpproved by the Secretary, in the sum
of five hundred dollars, for the faithful performance of their duties,
upon which bond they may at any time bo sued for the benefit of
any agrieved by reason of tho willful omission of duty or misconduct
of such officers. . .

Sg¢. 22. This act shall take-effect from and aftor its passage and
publication in the several newspapers of the Territory as provided for
by law.

ARTICLE I.
GE THE ELECTION AND QUALIFICATION OF JUGTICES OF THE PRACE.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Min-
nrsofa, There shall bu clected by the qualified voters of cach pre-
cinet in cach of tho organized counties of this Territory, two justices
of the prace, whose term of office shall continuo two years, and who
shall be: residents of the precinet for which they may be elected.
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
